Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  on  the  work  of  the  School 
Medical  Service  in  Leicestershire  for  the  year  1946. 

The  past  year  has  seen  further  extensions  of  the  medical  services  but  the 
full  implications  of  Section  48(3)  of  the  Kducation  Act  of  1944  will  not  be  possible 
until  more  professional  staff  and  hospital  beds  are  available.  As  a  result  of  the 
acute  lack  of  hospital  accommodation,  the  scheme  for  the  treatment  of  nose  and 
throat  defects  has  had  of  necessity  to  be  seriously  curtailed.  Every  possible 
effort  is  being  made  to  find  hospitals  with  accommodation  for  this  type  of  case. 

No  serious  epidemics  of  infectious  disease  have  occurred  during  the  year. 

The  immunisatidn  campaign  against  diphtheria  has  continued.  As  the 
incidence  of  this  disease  continues  to  decline  the  value  of  this  work  during  the 
last  few  years  is  becoming  more  and  more  apparent.  The  total  number  of  cases 
(all  ages)  notified  during  the  year  was  34,  whilst  in  the  year  1936,  before 
immunisation  in  the  county  was  undertaken  on  a  large  scale,  the  number  of  cases 
was  386.  No  death  from  diphtheria  occurred  in  any  of  the  Isolation  Hospitals 
during  the  year.  No  further  comment  is  necessary. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  services  of  a  speech  therapist  were  obtained 
on  a  part  time  basis,  and  several  sessions  are  being  held  each  week.  Others  will 
be  arranged  early  in  the  new  year.  This  service  was  welcomed  by  the  medical 
staff  and  the  demand  for  this  type  of  treatment  has  already  proved  that  further 
extensions  will  be  necessary  in  the  very  near  future.  The  number-  of  cases  of 
children  with  some  defect  of  speech  is  such  that  it  may  be  necessary  to  recom¬ 
mend  the  appointment  of  a  full  time  speech  therapist  in  addition  to  the  existing 
part  time  service. 

The  work  of  the  Northern  Divisional  Executive  has  continued  very  satis¬ 
factorily.  The  staff  from  the  central  office  have  carried  out  the  routine  inspections 
and  dental  treatment  of  all  children  attending  _  schools  outside  _  the  borough 
boundaries,  but  with  the  appointment  of  a  full  time  assistant  divisional  school 
medical  officer  and  dental  officer,  the  whole  of  the  routine  work  in  the  area  will  be 
organised  and  carried  out  by  the  staff  at  the  Divisional  Executive. 

It  Las  not  been  possible  to  extend  the  dental  scheme  during  the  year  owing 
to  the  limited  number  of  dental  officers  available  and  the  acute  shortage  of  proper 
equipment.  Extension  will,  however,  be  made  to  this  branch  of  the  service  as 
and  when  circumstances  permit  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  in  the  near  future. 

Altogether  the  past  year  has  shown  considerable  progress  in  the  extension  of 
the  School  Medical  Services  but  further  advances  are  handicapped  by  the  difficulty 
in  obtaining  suitable  staff,  equipment,  apparatus,  and  in  some  cases,  drugs. 

Once  more  I  should  like  to  tender  my  thanks  to  the  whole  of  the  professional 
and  clerical  staff  of  the  department  and  in  particular  to  Dr.  A.  E.  Martin 
senior  assistant  school  medical  officer,  and  Mr.  W.  A.  Thornton,  the  chief  clerk 
in  the  department.  Much  additional  work  in  connection  with  the  new  Act  has 
been  willingly  undertaken  by  them.  In  addition  they  were  responsible  for  the 
compilation  of  the  returns  and  statistics  which  are  necessary  for  the  publication  of 
this  report. 

In  conclusion,  I  must  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  chairman  and 
membejs  of  the  committee  for  their  help  and  consideration  during  the  past  year.

II.— MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

Routine  medical  inspections  of  the  scheduled  age  groups  have  been  carried 
out,  and  in  addition  a  number  of  special  examinations  were  undertaken.  The 
latter  included  children  found  to  be  defective  at  previous  inspections.  Home 
visits  have  also  been  undertaken  for  the  purpose  of  classifying  handicapped  pupils.

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III.— FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 


Uncleanliness. 

At  routine  inspections  142  cases  of  uncleanliness  were  discovered,  and  84 
children  were  found  to  be  unclean  during  examinations  at  the  school  clinics.  At 
march  past  examinations  conducted  by  the  school  nurses  on)  the  school 
premises,  4,840  children  were  reported  under  this  heading.  The  number  of 
verminous  children  excluded  from  school  was  21. 

Tonsils  and  Adenoids,. 

A  total  of  911  children  were  referred  for  treatment,  comprising  511  cases  of 
enlarged  tonsils,  80  of  adenoids,  310  both  tonsils  and  adenoids,  and  10  children 
with  some  other  condition  of  the  nose  'and  throat.  In  addition  653  cases  were 

recommended  to  be  kept  under  observation  for  some  abnormal  conditions  of  th^ 
nose  and  throat. 


Tuberculosis. 

3  definite  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  discovered  during  the  course 
of  routine  examinations,  and  7  suspected  cases  were  referred  to  the  tuberculosis 
medical  officers  for  further  examination.  4  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis 
were  referred  for  treatment  and  4  for  observation 


Defective  Vision  and  Squint.. 

The  number  of  cases  referred  to  the  school  oculist  was  1,162.  Of  this  total 
there  were  915  cases  of  defective  vision,  164  of  squint,  and  83  with  some  other 
condition  requiring  treatment.  In  addition  27  cases  were  referred  for  observation. 

External  Eye  Disease. 

The  number  of  cases  referred  to  the  school  oculist  was  42,  which  included 
29  cases  of  blepharitis  and  13  of  conjunctivitis. 

Ear  Diseases  and  Defective  Hearing. 

A  total  of  98  children  were  referred  for  treatment,  44  being  for  otitis  media, 

~8,  ±or  defective  hearing,  and  26  for  other  diseases  of  the  ear.  37  cases  were 
referred  for  observation. 


Dental  Defects. 

During  routine  examinations  818  children  were  reported  as  having  four  or 
more  carious  teeth.  6 


Crippling  Defects. 


114  cases  of  crippling  defects  were  recorded  as  requiring 
further  40  cases  required  to  be  kept  under  observation.

Nutrition,. 

i\r-  children  examined  at  routine  inspections  are  classified  according  to  the 
Ministry  s  requirements.  As  a  result  of  these  examinations  72  children  were 
found  to  require  treatment  and  6  to  be  kept  under  observation. 

Skin  Diseases. 

During  routine  and  special  inspections  812  cases  of  skin  disease  were  referred 
for  treatment.  This  total  comprised  33  cases  of  ringworm,  257  of  scabies  218 
of  impetigo,  and  304  children  with  some  other  skin  trouble. 


IV.— INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

d'he  general  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  has  remained  consistently  low 
throughout  the  County  during  the  year,  and  there  has  been  a  complete  absence 
of  serious  epidemics.  In  no  case  was  it  necessary  to  close  a  school  on  account 
of  infection, 
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Diphtheria. 

The  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  has  shown  a  further  substantial  reduction 
throughout  the  County-  In  school  children,  only  17  cases  were  confirmed,  an 
attack  rate  of  0.4  per  1,000  children  aged  5  to  14. 

The  year  1946  was  unique  in  that  it  was  the  only  year  in  the  County  records 
in  which  no  death  from  diphtheria  occurred  in  any  of  the  Isolation  hospitals. 
Although  the  final  statistics  are  not  yet  available,  the  preliminary  figures  have 
failed  to  show  any  death  from  diphtheria  elsewhere  in  the  County. 

The  importance  of  immunisation  against  diphtheria  must  continue  to  be 
stressed.  Not  only  should  all  infants  be  immunised  at  the  end  of  the  first  year 
of  life,  but  reinforcing,  or  “booster,”  doses  should  be  given  at  the  age  of  5- 
years,  before  admission  to  school.  Evidence  points  to  the  fact  that  in  Leicester¬ 
shire  a  high  proportion  of  children  are  immunised  in  infancy,  but  that  the 
number  receiving  booster  doses  is  much  smaller.  Immunity,  particularly  in 
children  living  in  rural  areas,  tends  to  wane,  and  additional  protection  is  needed 
before  children  enter  the  school  community. 

The  situation  is  illustrated  by  the  distribution  of  cases  amongst  immunised 
and  un-immunised  children.  Amongst  children  of  pre-school  age  only  three  cases 
of  diphtheria  occurred,  and  all  of  these  were  in  children  who  had  not  been 
immunised,  and  the  remaining  7  were  in  children  who  had  been  immunised  and 
whose  immunity  had  evidently  waned  to  such  an  extent  that  they  had  become 
susceptible  to  infection.  These  figures  have,  of  course,  to  be  considered  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  proportion  of  children  who  are  immunised.  It  is  estimated 
that  approximately  75 — 80%  of  the  school  population  in  the  County  has  been 
immunised,  and  therefore,  the  7  cases  of  diphtheria  in  immunised  children 
occurred  amongst  a  total  population  of  approximately  32,000  immunised  children, 
whereas  the  10  cases  who  had  not  been  immunised  occurred  in  the  much  smaller 
population  of  9,000  un-immunised  children. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  weapons  of 
modern  preventive  medicine,  and  the  1946  figures  for  Leicestershire  provide  a 
startling  contrast  to  the  numbers  of  cases — -several  hundreds  each  year — which 
occurred  before  the  days  of  immunisation.  The  reduction  is  startling  and  repre¬ 
sents  a  colossal  amount  of  work  on  the  part  of  the  district  medical  officers  of 
health,  general  practitioners  and  health  visitors.  There  can  be  little  doubt 
that  if  the  proportion  of  immunised  children  could  be  raised  a  little  higher  and 
if  booster  doses  could  be  given  to  all  children,  the  numbers  of  cases  would  fall 
even  lower. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified  during  the  year  in 
children  of  school  age  was  338,  a  slight  increase  as  compared  to  the  total  of 
313  during  the  preceding  year.  Although  the  incidence  during  recent  years  has 
been  relatively  high,  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  disease  remains  of  a  uniformly 
mild  character.  Complications  are  rare,  and  deaths  occur  in  less  than  2  per 
1,000  cases. 


Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

The  total  notifications  amongst  children  of  school  age  were  348  cases  of 
whooping  cough,  and  283  of  measles.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  most  cases  of 
measles  and  whooping  cough  are  nursed  at  home,  it  is  probable  that  these  figures 
considerably  under-estimate  the  total  incidence  of  the  two  diseases.  The  numbers 
of  notifications  are,  however,  substantiallv  the  same  as  in  the  preceding  year. 


Tuberculosis. 

A  total  of  38  cases  of  non-pulmonary  and  3  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
were  notified  in  children  of  school  age  during  the  year.  The  proportion  of  those 
attacked  is  greater  among  males  than  among  females,  and  of  the  notifications  28 
were  in  males,  and  13  in  females. 
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V.— FOLLOWING  UP. 


All  cases  found  to  require  treatment  or  observation  are  reported  to  the 
school  nurses  for  following  up.  During  the  year  the  school  nurses  visited  3,064 
homes  of  children  for  this  purpose  and  also  made  1,335  visits  to  school  depart¬ 
ments. 

The  home  visits  were  classified  as  1,391  first  visits,  1,331  second  visits, 
and  342  special  visits.

Ear  Diseases  and  Defects. 

During  the  year  9  children  attended  the  Leicester  City  Clinic  for  treatment, 
and. the  number  of  attendances  was  13. 

Defective  Vision. 

During  the  year  the  school  oculist  examined  1,762  children.  Of  this  number 
1,302  were  found  to  require  correction  by  glasses,  47  were  wearing  glasses  which 
were  considered  satisfactory,  and  in  413  cases  glasses  were  not  recommended. 

Parents  obtained  glasses  in  1,264  of  these  cases.  Glasses  may  be  obtained 
through  the  committee’s  opticians,  a  contribution  of  7s.  6d.  being  made  towards 
the  price  of  each  pair.  This. covers  the  cost  of  the  standard  nickel  type  of  frame 
and  lenses.  When  special  lenses  or  fittings  are  recommended  by  the  school  oculist 
these  are  provided  free  of  charge.  If  a  parent  requires  a  more  expensive  frame, 
the  committee  makes  a  contribution  of  7s.  6d.  and  the  parent  is  required  to  pay 
the  additional  cost.  Should  parents  desire  to  obtain  glasses  privately  the  com¬ 
mittee  does  not  hold  itself  responsible  for  any  part  of  the  cost. 

Orthoptic  Treatment. 

During  the  year  arrangements  were  made  for  children  to  attend  orthoptic 
clinics  in  Leicester.  Cases  are  selected  by  the  school  oculist  or  referred  by 
specialists.  In  one  or  two  cases  where  the  cost  of  travelling  expenses  has  meant 
some  financial  hardship  to  the  parents,  the  train  fare  of  the  patient  and  escort 
was  paid  by  the  Committee. 

The  number  of  children  attending  these  clinicg  during  the  year  was  27  and 
the  number  of  attendances  184. 


Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

Treatment  has  been  continued  during  the  year  at  the  Hinckley  and  Coalville 
orthopaedic  clinics.  Sessions  are  held  at  both  clinics  twice  per  week. 


(a)  Hinckley  Orthopaedic  Clinic. 

At  the  Hinckley  clinic  the  number  of  sessions  was  93  and  the  number  of 
attendances  1,636.

(c)  Loughborough  Cripples  Guild. 

Out-patient  treatment  is  available  at  the  clinic  of  the  Loughborough  Cripples 
Guild,  and  in-patients  are  admitted  to  the  Harlow  Wood  Orthopaedic  Hospital. 

87  patients  made  809  attendances  at  the  Loughborough  clinic. 

(d)  Hospital  of  St.  Cross,  Rugby. 

Both  in-patient  and  out-patient  treatment  is  provided  at  the  Hospital  of  St. 
Cross,  Rugby,  for  children  residing  in  the  southern  part  of  the  county. 

8  children  made  16  attendances  at  this  clinic. 

(e)  Leicester  City  Orthopaedic  Clinic. 

County  children  receive  out-patient  treatment  at  the  Leicester  city 
orthopaedic  clinic  by  arrangement  with  the  city  authority.  In-patients  are  admitted 
to  the  City  General  Hospital. 

29  patients  attended  this  clinic  and  the  number  of  attendances  for  treatment 
was  324.

During  the  year  the  Leicester  City  Education  Committee  was  compelled 
through  shortage  of  nursing  staff  and  accommodation  to  cancel  the  arrangements 
for  the  treatment  of  county  cases  at  the  city  clinic.  Although  every  effort  has 
been  made  to  find  alternative  hospital  accommodation  I  regret  to  report  that  it 
has  so  far  been  impossible. 

The  areas  mostly  affected  are  those  immediately  adjacent  to  the  city  boundary 
and  the  southern  part  of  the  county.  Cases  from  these  areas  were  previously 
dealt  with  at  the  Leicester  city  clinic. 
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Negotiations  are  in  progress  with  the  Ministry  of  Education  and  the  Hinckley 
and  District  Hospital  with  a  view  to  extending  the  scheme  to  provide  for  the 
treatment  of  some  cases  at  the  Hinckley  and  District  Hospital.  This  should  reduce 
the  waiting  list,  but  I  am  still  very  concerned  about  the  case§  which  would 
normally  have  been  dealt  with  in  Leicester. 

The  shortage  of  trained  nursing  staff  and  hospital  beds  is,  of  course,  the  real 
difficulty  in  providing  treatment  and  until  such  time  as  more  staff  are  available 
the  position  cannot  be  expected  to  improve. 

The  problem  is  one  of  constant  concern  to  the  staff  of  my  department  and  is 
being  reviewed  from  day  to  day.  I  need  hardly  stress  the  fact  that  no  opportunity 
will  be  lost  in  making  any  arrangements  that  will  help  to  reduce  the  present 
waiting  list. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  children  of  school  age  admitted  to  Markfield  Sanatorium  was 
9,  and  of  this  number  7  were  cases  of  surgical  tuberculosis.  In  addition,  11 
surgical  cases  were  admitted  to  the  following  hospitals:  City  General  Hospital, 
Leicester,  4;  St.  Gerard’s  Hospital,  Coleshill,  3;  Harlow  Wood  Orthopaedic  Hos¬ 
pital,  2;  Hospital  of  St.  Cross,  Rugby,  1;  and  the  Children’s  Hospital,  Gringley,  1.

VII.— DENTAL  TREATMENT. 

I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  four  dental  surgeons  who  were 
serving  in  the  forces  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  have  now  returned  to  duty,  the 
last  one  being  demobilised  in  October.  The  establishment  therefore  is  now  restored 
to  eight  full  time  dental  officers.  Mr.  W.  E.  Lyne  and  Mr.  L.  D.  Smith  returned 
from  service  early  in  the  year  but  were  only  with  us  for  a  short  time  before 
accepting  appointments  with  other  authorities.  The  two  officers  left  the  county 
on  August  31st. 

After  spending  several  years  under  entirely  different  working  conditions  in 
the  services,  it  was  to  be  expected  that  the  returning  officers  would  take  some 
time  to  settle  down  to  the  dental  treatment  of  school  children.  In  addition  it 
has  been  necessary  to  appoint  new  dental  attendants  and  these  have  had  to  be 
trained.  All  these  difficulties  have  been  overcome  and  I  am  hoping  that  it  will  now 
be  possible  to  extend  the  dental  scheme  and  eventually  to  provide  the  complete 
service  envisaged  in  the  Education  Act  of  1944.  Various  difficulties  will,  however, 
have  to  be  surmounted;  the  two  most  pressing  being  the  shortage  of  dental  officer^ 
and  the  almost  complete  absence  of  suitable  equipment.  This  problem  of  the 
shortage  of  equipment  is  causing  considerable  interference  with  the  efficient 
working  of  the  service  and  is  really  a  very  serious  state  of  affairs.  When  it  is 
pointed  out  that  new  equipment  for  the  Leicester  Clinic  ordered  early  in  the 
year  has  not  been  delivered,  it  will  be  fully  realised  that  the  present  position  is 
anything  but  satisfactory. 

Owing  to  the  increased  staff,  the  figures  included  in  the  statistical  tables 
naturally  show  a  considerable  increase  as  compared  with  last  year. 

During  the  year  an  experiment  was  tried  by  which  it  was  hoped  that  all  the 
children  entering  the  secondary  grammar  schools  would  receive  any  necessary 
dental  treatment  before  admission.  Letters  were  sent  to  the  parents  who  were 
requested  to  give  their  consent  to  the  inspection  and  treatment  of  each  child  due 
for  transfer.  It  was  then  proposed  to  undertake  this  work  during  the  last  few 
weeks  of  the  school  summer  holidays.

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The  response  by  the  parents  to  this  offer  was  not  as  satisfactory  as  was 
anticipated.  Approximately  1000  children  were  concerned,  but  I  regret  to  state 
that  only  411  parents  expressed  their  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  the  treatment 
offered.  Of  these  411  children,  180  were  found  not  to  require  any  treatment,  203 
were  actually  treated,  22  did  not  keep  their  appointments  and  5  refused  the 
treatment  recommended  by  the  dental  surgeon.  Included  in  these  figures  are  59 
children  dealt  with  at  the  Loughborough  Dental  Clinic  and  of  which  29  did 
not  require  treatment,  29  w'ere  actually  treated  and  1  child  failed  to  keep  the 
appointment. 

During  all  the  school  holidays  arrangements  are  made  for  children  to  receive 
treatment  at  the  various  dental  clincs.  The  dental  officers  inspect  the  children  on 
the  school  premises  previous  to  the  closing  of  the  school  and  the  children  attend 
during  the  holidays  by  appointment.  The  numbers  of  children  who  avail  them¬ 
selves  of  these  facilities  vary  considerably  in  different  parts  of  the  county. 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  Education  Act,  1944,  we  have  received  a  num¬ 
ber  of  requests  from  parents  for  orthodontic  treatment  which  includes  the 
regulation  of  irregular  teeth.  During  the  year  12  such  cases  were  treated  but  the 
majority  of  the  cases,  however,  cannot  be  dealt  with  in  our  present  clinics  owing 
to  the  lack  of  facilities  and  equipment.  There  is  no  doubt  that  a  complete  dental 
scheme  should  include  orthodontics,  but  in  a  county  area  there  are  considerable 
difficulties  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  cases  often  require  treatment  over  very  long 
periods.  I  intend  to  make  this  question  the  subject  of  a  special  report  early  in 
the  near  future. 

Once  again  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  draw  attention  to  the  very  unsuitable  and 
uncomfortable  conditions  under  which  most  of  the  work  in  the  county  has  to  be 
undertaken.  This  not  only  affects  the  patients  and  their  parents,  but  has  a  definite 
effect  on  the  standard  and  the  amount  of  work  undertaken  by  the  dental  officer. 
With  the  raising  of  the  school  leaving  age  these  conditions  are  likely  to  become 
more  difficult.  This  state  of  affairs  is  not  peculiar  to  this  county  but  is  common 
in  most  areas  with  large  rural  districts.  The  conditions  are  not  conducive  to  good 
clinical  work  and  do  not  encourage  dental  officers  to  settle  down;  yet  it  is 
essential  to  avoid  constant  changes  of  staff  if  an  efficient  service  is  to  be  main¬ 
tained. 

In  the  planning  of  the  future  school,  I  would  strongly  recommend  that  in 
addition  to  the  actual  clinic  room  another  smaller  room  should  be  provided 
where  children,  especially  infants,  could  be  allowed  to  lie  down  to  recover.  Under 
present  conditions  these  children  have  to  be  kept  in  the  clinic  room  and  all 
work  has  to  be  suspended  until  the  patient  recovers  sufficiently  to  return  to  the 
class.  It  is  fully  realised  that  at  the  present  time  nothing  much  can  be  done  but  I 
do  feel  the  Committee  should  be  aware  of  the  facts  so  that  in  the  future  better 
provision  can  be  made  for  this  important  branch,  of  the  school  medical  service. 

To  conclude  I  would  like  to  suggest  that  the  heads  of  schools  might  con¬ 
sider  the  problem  themselves  in  the  hope  that  they  may  find  some  temporary 
solution.  Realising  their  valuable  assistance  in  the  past,  I  feel  confident  that 
their  help  will  again  be  forthcoming  in  dealing  with  this  question  of  accom¬ 
modation.

VIII. — NUTRITION. 

All  children  examined  at  routine  inspections  are  classified  according  to  their 
standard  of  nutrition.  Cases  of  malnutrition  and  under  nourishment  are  recom¬ 
mended  for  extra  milk  and  school  meals. 

The  number  of  children  included  in  this  classification  has  increased  as  com¬ 
pared  with  the  previous  year’s  figure  owing  to  the  inclusion  of  numbers  from 
the  North  Administrative  Division.  The  total  number  of  children  examined  was 

14,017. 

Last  year  it  was  -pointed  out  that  the  number  of  children  in  categorv  “A” 
had  decreased  considerably,  but  this  year  the  figure  has  increased  from  16-43% 
to  20.40%.  It  is  not  wise  to  attach  too  much  significance  to  these  results,  or 
to  draw  any  definite  conclusions,  as  the  standards  adopted  by  different  medical 
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officers  involve  personal  factors  which  must  vary  considerably,  however  con- 
scientous  they  may  be.  No  definite  conclusions  can  be  drawn  as  regards  the  effect 
of  social  conditions  during  the  last  few  years  on  the  general  health  of  the 
school  population,  but  it  is  fairly  safe  to  assume  that  they  have  not  suffered  any 
serious  ill  effects.  In  fact  the  standard  of  fitness  today  compares  very  favourably 
with  that  of  pre-rationing  days. 

The  actual  figures  and  percentages  will  be  found  in  Table  II  at  the  end  of 
this  report. 


Vitamin  Supplement. 

Children  under  5  years  of  age  in  attendance  at  school  are  entitled,  on  the 
request  of  their  parents,  to  receive  cod  liver  oil  and  orange  juice.  Since  October 
the  cod  liver  oil  has  been  supplied,  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  without  any  charge, 
but  the  orange  juice  costs  5/-  per  dozen  6  oz.  bottles.  No  charge  is  made  to 
the  parents  for  either  of  these  supplements. 

During  the  year  644  bottles  of  cod  liver  oil  and  1718  bottles  of  orange  juice 
were  supplied  at  a  cost  of  approximately  £50. 


IX. — -MILK  IN  SCHOOLS. 


All  the  secondary  grammar  and  secondary  modern  schools,  and  all  but  one 
of  the  primary  schools  are  supplied  with  liquid  milk,  the  one  primary  school 
concerned  being  supplied  with  full  cream  dried  milk  powder. 


The  following  figures  show  the  number  o,f  children  in  primary  and  secondary 
schools  (including  the  Borough  of  Loughborough)  taking  milk  on  a  single 
representative  day  in  October,  1946: —

From  6th  August,  1946,  school  milk  has  been  free  of  charge  to  all  pupils  in 
grant  aided  schools,  and  the  permitted  quantity  has  been  restricted  to  one-third 
of  a  pint  per  child  per  day  until  the  supply  position  improves.  326  sick  children 
received  school  milk  at  home  on  the  day  of  the  return. 


X.— PROVISION  OF  SCHOOL  MEALS. 

During  the  year  ending  April,  1946,  the  number  of  dinners  served  in 
Leicestershire  (including  Loughborough)  was  3,230,515.  The  number  of  children 
taking  school  meals  is  steadily  increasing.

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XI.-— PHYSICAL  EDUCATION. 

Report  of  the  Organisers  of  Physical  Education  for  the  year  ended  31- 12-46. 

1.  General. 

The  year  1946  has  seen  a  resumption  of  pre-war  activities  in  the  schools 
throughout  the  county,  and  the  genuine  keenness  shown  by  the  teachers  augurs 
well  for  the  future.  The  return  of  the  men  teachers  from  the  services,  with  their 
larger  vision  and  personal  understanding  of  the  benefits  gained  from  regular 
training,  exercises  and  games,  together  with  the  steady  progressive  work  of  the 
women,  teachers,  has  placed  physical  education  on  the  threshold  of  a  new 
development.  .  • 

The  deficiencies  and  difficulties  resulting  from  war  conditions  still  remain. 
These  include  large  classes,  rough  and  sometimes  dangerous  playgrounds,  the 
loss  of  playground  space  taken  up  by  school  kitchens,  the  poor  condition  of 
existing  playing  fields,  and  scarcitv  of  apparatus.  It  is  of  paramount  import¬ 
ance  that  the  provision  of  suitable  playgrounds  and  playing  fields  be  placed  as 
early  as  possible  in  the  programme  of  educational  development  if  the  full  value 
of  physical  education  is  to  be  realised. 

2.  Playing  Fields. 

It  is  more  important  than  ever  that  every  school  should  have  a  playing  field 
or  access  to  a  playing  held.  Domestic  kitchens,  dining  halls,  and  additional  class¬ 
rooms  have,  in  many  cases,  considerably  reduced  the  playing  space.  Consequently 
much  of  the  “activity"  part  of  the  physical  training  lesson  has  to  be  curtailed  or 
omitted  altogether.  If  the  keynote  of  physical  education  is  to  be  “Education 
through  Movement,’’  and  if  the  training  received  at  school  is  to  arouse  and 
stimulate  a  love  for  open  air  and  outdoor  pursuits,  then  adequate  playgrounds, 
suitably  marked  out,  and  spacious,  well-kept  fields  must  be  at  the  command  of 
the  teachers. 

It  is  realised  that  some  activities  are  more  dependent  than  others  upon  the 
provision  of  suitable  facilities,  and  more  directly  affected  by  the  present  limita¬ 
tions  of  labour  and  materials.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  attention  will  be  given 
to  the  inadequacy  of  playing  space,  particularly  in  the  secondary  grammar 
schools. 

With  the  raising  of  the  school  leaving  age,  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  space 
for  the  playing  of  national  games,  football  (both  codes),  cricket,  hockey,  and  lawn 
tennis,  in  order  that  pupils  may  be  afforded  opportunities  to  participate  in  the 
games  of  their  choice.  With  such  facilities  at  the  schools’  disposal,  definite  and 
progressive  training  could  be  given  so  that  pupils  would  be  able,  on  leaving 
school,  to  take  their  place  in  the  field  of  sport  and  games  fully  equipped  with  a 
knowledge  of  the  fundamentals  of  correct  play. 

3.  Teachers’  Classes. 

One  class  for  selected  men  teachers  from  junior  schools  was  held  at  Round- 
hill  Secondary  Modern  School,  Thurmaston,  on  one  afternoon  per  week  for  six 
weeks;  26  men  attended. 

Three  classes  for  women  teachers  were  held: 

(a)  At  Roundhill  Secondary  Modern  School,  Thurmaston,  on  one  afternoon  per 
week  for' six  weeks,  for  young  unqualified  teachers;  19  attended. 

(b)  At  Loughborough  on  one  evening  per  week  for  six  weeks;  31  attended. 

(c)  At  Braunstone  Holmfield  Avenue  Primary  School  on  one  afternoon  per  week 
for  six  weeks  for  selected  junior  teachers;  25  attended. 

4.  Swimming.  ’ 

With  an  approach  to  normal  conditions,  and  the  generous  provision  of  special 
transport  granted  b^  the  authority,  the  fullest  use  has  been  made  of  the  time 
allotted  to  school  children  by  local  Baths  Committees.  Classes  of  boys  and  girls 
have  visited  the  following  baths:  Hinckley,  Coalville,  Market  Harborough,  Lough¬ 
borough,  Burton-on-Trent,  and  the  Leicester  Baths  at  Cossington  Street,  Spence 
Street,  and  Aylestone.  • 
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The  pre-war  system  of  grade  awards  for  swimming  has  been  re-introduced, 
with  new  certificates,  and  has  proved  very  popular  with  both  teachers  and  pupils. 
In  the  following  table,  although  many  pupils  have  gained  two  or  more  grades 
this  year,  only  the  highest  grade  is  shown.  The  grades  for  the  boys  and  girls 
are  not  identical.

6.  Out  of  School  Activities. 

(a)  Netball.

“under  fourteens’’  MkhLeicester  and  Leicester  tied  for  the  championship,  whilst 
Mid-Leicester  (boys)  and  Melton  Mowbray  (girls)  won  the  relay  shields.  In  the 
section  for  “under  twelves’’  Mid-Leicester  gained  the  Championship,  with  North 
Leicester  (boys)  and  Mid-Leicester  (girls)  winning  the  relay  cups.

The  demand  for  such  classes  has  increased,  but  there  is  still  the  difficulty  of 
providing  the  classes  with  teachers  and  instructors  who  possess  the  knowledge 
and  teaching  ability  to  cater  for  the  various  activities  required  by  the  members 
of  the  classes.  If  such  classes  are  to  be  successful  the  specific  needs  of  the 
members,  or  groups  of  members,  must  be  met. 

It  is  hoped,  by  means  of  leaders’  courses,  to  create  a  deeper  and  wider  under¬ 
standing  of  the  basic  principles  of  evening  school  work. 

8.  The  Leicester  and  District  Physical  Education  Association. 

The  Leicester  and  District  Physical  Education  Association  continues  its  good 
work  among  teachers,  arranging  practical  sessions,  discussions  and  lectures: —

One  boy  was  chosen  to  play  for  the  under  14  English  Schoolboys  XV  against 
the  Welsh  Schoolboys  at  Cardiff. 

( d )  Kibworth  Grammar  School. 

As  a  result  of  the  appointment  of  a  full-time  physical  training  mistress  and 
an  increase  to  three  days  per  week  for  the  physical  training  master,  more  time 
will  be  devoted  to  physical  education. 

The  introduction  of  a  system  of  badges  for  individual  work  of  merit  is  adding 
interest  throughout  the  school. 

A  girls’  team  entered  the  inter-school  swimming  relay  race  at  Leicester. 

(e)  Loughborough  College  School. 

Games. — Both  association  and  rugby  football  are  played,  and  a  standard  has 
been  reached  which  makes  it  possible  to  meet  outside  schools  in  both  codes. 
Hockey  has  bgen  introduced  for  the  benefit  of  those  boys  who  prefer  the  game, 
and  for  those  not  having  a  particular  appreciation  of  or  interest  in  football,  so 
that  they  might  find  in  hockey  an  outlet  for  their  abilities.  It  is  hoped  that 
hockey  will  become  the  school’s  third  game. 

Swimming. — This  year  represented  the  highest  number  of  successes  in  the 
Royal  Life  Saving  Society  Examinations: — 

14  boys  taking  silver  medal  or  bar  to  silver  medal. 

50  boys  taking  bronze  medallion. 

6  boys  taking  bar  to  bronze  medallion. 

A  number  of  boys  have  also  taken  the  bronze  cross. 

Athletics. — In  athletics  the  school  has  developed  the  idea  of  all  boys  taking 
part,  even  though  this  means  that  in  some  cases  the  standard  of  events  may 
not  have  advanced.  All  the  events  of  the  annual  sports  are  team  or  relay,  and 
the  number  of  entries  is  limited  to  two.

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XII. — HANDICAPPED  PUPILS. 

Although  vacancies  in  special  schools  are  very  difficult  to  obtain,  the 
registers  of  children  requiring  special  school  accommodation  are  kept  up  to  date. 
In  a  rural  area  like  Leicestershire,  it  is  impossible  to  arrange  special  examinations 
immediately  these  cases  are  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  department  but  parents 
are  encouraged  to  take  the  children  to  the  various  clinics  on  Saturday  mornings. 
The  medical  officers  also  devote  a  considerable  amount  of  time  to  the  exJ^mination 
of  these  special  cases  during  the  school  holidays. 

The  introduction  of  the  Education  Act,  1944  and  the  important  regulations 
regarding  handicapped,  pupils  are  welcomed  by  ipost  Authorities-  The  fact  that 
more  accommodation  for  these  cases  will  shortly  be  available  in  various  residential 
schools  will  make  the  work  of  the  certifying  officers  more  interesting  and  ( will 
relieve  parents  of  the  anxiety  associated  with  the  constant  supervision  required 
by  the  more  difficult  cases. 

83  new  cases  were  added  to  the  registers  during  the  year  and  64  cases  already 
notified  were  re-examined. 

XIII— SPEECH  THERAPY. 

During  the  year  speech  training  classes  were  commenced  at  Hinckley, 
Leicester,  and  Loughborough.  The  services  of  a  part-time  speech  therapist  were 
obtained  on  a  sessional  basis,  and  visits*  were  made  to  the  larger  schools  in  these 
areas.  All  children  with  speech  defects  were  examined  and  those  whom  it  was 
thought  would  benefit  by  training  were  invited  to  attend  the  clinics.  The  response 
was  more  than  satisfactory  and  at  each  clinic  there  is  now  a  considerable  waiting 
list. 

Sessions  are  held  twice  per  week  at  the  Health  Centres  at  Hinckley  and 
Leicester  and  once  each  week  at  the  School  Clinic,  Bridge  Street,  Loughborough. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  decided  to  extend  this  service  to  the 
Coalville  area  and  arrangements  are  being  made  to  commence  a  further  clinic  at 
the  Health  Centre,  Bridge  Road,  Coalville  early  in  the  new  year. 

This  work  is  proving  very  successful  and  it  may  be  necessary  in  the  near 
future  to  consider  the  advisability  of  appointing  a  full  time  speech  therapist. 
The  number  of  children  in  the  county  requiring  this  type  of  treatment  must  be 
considerable  but  at  present  it  is  only  possible  to  deal  with  a  limited  number  from 
villages  provided  with  adequate  travelling  facilities.

Amongst  the  children  attending,  the  types  of  speech  defect  include  4  cases  of 
cleft  palate  and  19  cases  of  stammering. 

The  number  of  children  attending  these  clinics  appears  to  be  very  small  but 
it  must  be  remembered  that  most  children  require  approximately  half  an  hour 
of  individual  attention. 

XIV— HOSPITAL  CAR  SERVICE. 

The  Hospital  Car  Service  has  proved  of  valuable  assistance  in  providing  the 
transport  of  children  from  scattered  rural  areas  to  and  from  ,the  various  treat¬ 
ment  clinics  in  the  county.  This  is  especially  noticeable  where  orthopaedic  cases 
are  concerned  as  these  children  in  many  cases  cannot  walk  and  would  have  great 
difficulty  in  travelling  in  public  transport. 

This  service  consists  of  private  cars  and  voluntary  drivers  and  is  authorised 
where  no  other  transport  is  available  or  where  children  would  suffer  discomfort  in 
walking  or  travelling  by  train  or  bus. 

The  scheme  is  administered  jointly  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade,  the 
British  Red  Cross  Society,  and  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service.  A  charge  of  3d. 
per  mile  is  made  for  this  service  in  cases  where  the  journey  is  authorised  by  an 
officer  of  the  department. 

The  number  of  journeys  authorised  during  the  year  was  38  and  the  number 
of  miles  travelled  was  1072. 


XV.— EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN  AND  YOUNG  PERSONS. 


Arrangements  are  made  for  the  medical  examination  of  any  child  who  is 
known  to  be  employed,  thus  ensuring  that  the  child’s  employment  is  not  pre¬ 
judicial  to  its  health. 

Considerable  difficulty  is  experienced  in  obtaining  information  concerning 
these  children  as  parents  neglect  to  notify  the  head  teachers  of  the  part-time 
employment  of  their  children  and  consequently  numbers  of  children  are  working 
who  have  not  been  medically  examined  by  the  medical  officers. 

With  the  extension  of  the  school  leaving  age  in  1947  the  question  of  the 
child  in  part-time  employment  will  become  even  more  of  a  problem.  More  children 
will  naturally  seek  employment  if  only  to  augment  their  pocket  money,  and  the 
demand  for  part-time  employment  will  increase.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to 
obtain  the  necessary  information  concerning  these  children  and  to  arrange  for 
their  medical  examination. 

The  number  of  children  examined  during  the  past  year  was  320. 

XVI— HYGIENIC  CONDITIONS  OF  SCHOOLS. 

All  school  premises  are  inspected  by  the  medical  officers  during  the  course  of 
routine  inspections,  particular  attention  being  paid  to  the  out-offices.  Any  defects 
of  a  serious  nature  are  referred  to  the  Architect’s  Department. 

NORTH  DIVISIONAL  EXECUTIVE. 

Annual  Report  of  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the  Year  1946. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  second  annual  report  as  divisional  medical 
officer.  This  report  relates  again  exclusively  to  the  work  in  the  Borough  of  Lough¬ 
borough  as  it  was  not  possible  during  the  year  to  bring  over  from  the  county  the 
rest  of  the  area.  Next  year,  however,  the  report  will  cover  the  whole  of  the 
divisional  executive  area  so  far  as  the  medical  work  is  concerned,  an  assistant 
medical  officer  now  having  been  appointed.  No  dental  surgeon  has,  however,  yet 
been  obtained,  so  that  extension  of  the  present  service  in  this  respect  is  not  pos¬ 
sible  for  the  time  being. 

Only  one  case  of  diphtheria  was  reported  during  the  year  and  “no  other 
infectious  disease  gave  any  cause  for  anxiety. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  thank  the  committee,  Mr.  Harris,  Dr.  Fairer, 
and  all  the  members  of  the  school  medical  staff  for  their  assistance  and 
co-operation.

Medical  Inspection. 

The  number  of  children  examined  in  the  routine  age  groups  was  1402.  It  has 
not  been  found  necessary  to  curtail  the  age  groups  inspected. 

Un  cleanliness. 

The  number  of  children  found  to  be  verminous  at  the  cleanliness  inspections 
by  the  school  nurses  was  383.  These  cases  were  mainly  of  moderate  or  slight 
degree.  Few  children  are  found  to  have  a  very  heavy  infestation  nowadays.  There 
seems  to  be  some  grounds  for  believing  that  the  wider  knowledge  of  lethane  bril- 
liantine,  which  is  sold  under  various  proprietory  names  by  the  chemists,  is  having 
an  effect  in  keeping  the  more  serious  cases  in  check.

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At  cleanliness  inspections  the  children  are  also  examined  for  the  presence 
of  scabies  or  other  contagious  conditions.  A  number  of  cases  of  scabies  are  detected 
in  this  way. 

A  total  of  12,632  examinations  was  made  during  the  year. 

Diseases  of  the  Nose  and  Throat. 

108  children  were  referred  for  operative  treatment  for  conditions  under  this 
heading,  mainly  cases  of  tonsils  and  adenoids. 


Defective  Vision  and  Squint. 

193  children  were  referred  to  the  school  oculist,  in  142  cases  spectacles  were 
prescribed  and  obtained  in  124.  All  children  who  are  suffering  from  visual  defects 
or  who  have  been  recommended  spectacles  are  seen  periodically  to  detect  any 
alteration  in  the  condition,  and  to  see  that  spectacles,  if  prescribed,  are  satis¬ 
factory  and  are  being  worn. 


Orthopedic  Defects. 

24  children  were  referred  to  the  orthopaedic  surgeon.  A  number  more  are 
under  observation. 

Nutrition. 

The  classification  of  children  examined  at  routine  inspections  into  the  four 
prescribed  groups  gave  the  following  results: —

Follow  up  Inspections  and  Special  Inspections. 

These  are  cases  which  are  recommended  for  further  observation  for  some 
defect,  either  at  the  next  routine  inspection  in  the  school,  or  at  the  school  clinic, 
and  cases  specially  referred  for  examination.  They  totalled  1869  during  the  year. 

Minor  Ailments. 

During  the  year  782  children  made  5804  attendances  for  treatment  at  the 
school  clinic.  83  cases  of  scabies  were  treated.

Dental  Inspections  and  Treatment. 

The  number  of  children  inspected  in  the  routine  age  groups  was  2744.  In 
addition  there  were  435  special  inspections. 

The  number  found  to  require  treatment  was  1583,  and  of  these  1338  were 
treated,  making  1878  attendances.  Mr.  Patterson,  the  school  dental  surgeon, 
reports  as  follows: — 

"The  response  to  the  dental  treatment  offered  shows  a  slight  increase  on  last 
year's  figures,  being  83.14%  acceptances,  those  attending  their  own  dentist  9.28% 
leaving  7.58%  refusals. 

"I  find  it  disappointing  that  so  few  children  take  advantage  of  the  second 
inspection  on  leaving  school.  I  suggest  that  the  leavers  should  have  a  short  talk  on 
the  desirability  of  dental  fitness  and  the  necessity  of  regular  dental  inspections 
after  leaving  school. 

"Dental  inspection  and  treatment  of  infant  welfare  children  has  been 
inaugurated  this  year  and  the  response  has  been  quite  satisfactory.  A  dental  clinic 
has  been  set  up  at  the  infant  welfare  centre  and  is  much  appreciated  by  the 
parents,  and  in  time  will  go  far  to  eliminate  that  fear  of  dental  treatment. 

"This  type  of  treatment  is  very  desirable,  for  it  was  found  that  only  30.8% 
of  entries  had  good  mouths." 
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Supply  of  Milk.

Milk  and  dinners  are  supplied  free  in  all  cases  where  the  parents’  income 
warrants  it.  Of  40  samples  of  milk  supplied  to  the  schools  33  were  found  satis¬ 
factory,  and  7  not  satisfactory.  In  all  cases  where  unsatisfactory  samples  are 
obtained  steps  are  taken  by  the  health  department  to  ascertain  the  reason  anq 
to  remedy  the  position. 

Employment  of  Children ,. 

77  children  were  examined  prior  to  their  taking  up  employment,  mainly  in 
delivering  newspapers  or  in  running  errands.  In  one  case  permission  was  refused 
for  health  reasons.  In  general  there  is  no  evidence  that  children’s  health  is 
adversely  affected  by  part-time  employment  and  in  most  cases  it  is  the  children 
themselves  who  have  taken  the  initiative  in  finding  work. 

Handicapped  Children. 

During  the  year  one  child  was  certified  as  in  need  of  special  education  on 
account  of  deafness  and  is  to  attend  the  Stoneleigh  School. 

5  children  of  compulsory  school  age  were  under  treatment  at  Harlow  Word 
Orthopaedic  Hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

2  children  were  classed  as  maladjusted  and  referred  to  the  psychologist. 

7  children  were  examined  regarding  educability  and  of  these  5  were  found 
to  be  ineducable  and  referred  to  the  Local  Mental  Welfare  Authority,  1  was 
recommended  for  a  residential  special  school,  and  1  was  found  to  be  of  normal 
intelligence. 

Speech  Therapy. 

In  October  a  weekly  speech  therapy  class  was  commenced  at  the  school  clinic.

Report  of  the  Physical  Training  Organisers  for  the  year  1946. 

1.  General. 

After  several  years  of  difficulties  and  setbacks  there  are  at  last  sdme  indica¬ 
tions  of  better  things  to  come  which  will  raise  the  standard  of  work  in  the 
schools  and  create  in  the  teacher  new  interest  in  the  whole  education  of  the  child. 

For  instance,  it  is  a  little  easier  to  get  plimsolls  and  apparatus  though  not 
yet  in  anything  like  sufficient  quantities.  Staffing  problems  are  also  easier, 
especially  on  the  men’s  side  through  the  return  of  ex-Service  men,  though  there 
still  seems  to  be  a  shortage  of  women  teachers  with  qualifications  in  physical 
education  to  fit  them  for  work  in  secondary  schools.  It  is  important  to  have  men 
and  women  as  certificated  teachers  who  can  see  the  full  future  of  education  and 
who  by  their  special  training  in  physical  education  can  put  this  subject  in  its 
rightful  place  in  the  educational  framewrork  and  seen  in  its  right  perspective  by 
all  other  teachers. 

2.  Playing  Fields  and  Clothing. 

The  most  vital  needs  in  all  schools  at  the  moment  are: — 

Playing  fields,  kept  cut  and  marked. 

P.T.  clothing. 

In  Loughborough  itself  the  only  playing  fields  are: — 

(a)  Shelthorpe,  which  is  used  by  two  other  schools,  but  is  not  used  to  capacity 
owing  to  the  distance;  it  also  needs  a  groundsman  with  time  to  keep  it 
marked. 
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(b)  Brown’s  Lane  which  is  used  by  4  schools,  but  as  it  is  not  possible  to  have 
it  marked  out,  much  of  |he  value  is  lost. 

(c)  Rendell  Street  could  make  good  use  of  the  piece  of  land  adjoining  the  school 
if  this  were  put  into  order. 

(d)  Limehurst  Girls’  have  a  totally  inadequate  piece  of  field  for  a  school  of  this 
size,  only  one  hockey  pitch,  and  a  piece  of  asphalt  not  sufficient  for  a  full 
sized  netball  court. 


Outside  Loughborough  ( Senior  Dept only  mentioned). 

(a)  Castle  Bonington  secondary  modern  school  has  the  use  of  a  very  rough  field 
10  minutes  walk  from  the  school.  This  needs  regular  cutting  and  marking. 

(b)  Mountsorrel  senior  use  of  public  recreation  ground  only.  , 

(c)  Quorn  senior  have  a  field  adjoining  the  school,  but  this  needs  regular  cutting 
and  marking. 

(d)  Barrow,  use  of  recreation  ground  only. 

(e)  Shepshed  County,  use  of  public  recreation  ground,  not  marked. 

(f)  Shepshed  C.E.,  use  of  field  10  minutes  walk  from  school.  Very  rough — needs 
regular  cutting  and  marking. 

Only  when  all  schools  have  the  use  of  a  properly  kept  playing  field,  will  the 
children  receive  the  full  benefit  of  an  all  round  training. 

It  is  necessary  to  have  adequate  provision  of  vests  and  shorts  with  proper 
storage  facilities  to  encourage  the  habit  in  every  school  of  regular  changing  and 
rub  down  to  make  physical  training  a  success. 


3.  Teachers’  Classes. 

Thirty-one  women  teachers  attended  an  instructional  course  of  6  evenings 
duration,  held  in  Loughborough.  Two  women  teachers  attended  a  course  for 
selected  junior  teachers  held  at  Holmfield  Avenue  School,  Braunstone,  for  one 
afternoon  per  week  for  6  weeks.  Three  women  teachers  attended  a  course  for 
selected  senior  teachers,  held  at  the  Roundhill  School,  Thurmaston,  for  one 
afternoon  per  week  for  6  weeks. 


4.  Athletics. 

The  outstanding  event  of  the  year  was  the^  revival  of  interest  in  athletics, 
through  the  revival  of  the  schools  athletic  association.  Athletics  is  a  branch  of 
physical  education  too  often  neglected  in  schools,  yet  it  is  something  children  can 
and  will  practice  in  their  free  time,  if  interest  is  aroused  and  training  given  in 
school. 

Loughborough  was  selected  as  the  venue  for  the  county  sports  which  were 
held  on  June  22nd,  following  the  district  sports  which  had  been  held  on  May 
25th.  The  organisation  of  both  these  events  reflected  great  credit  on  the  teachers 
and  the  standard  of  achievement  after  so  long  a  lapse,  showed  that  interest  and 
endeavour  had  been  aroused  in  both  children  and  teachers.  Loughborough  won 
two  trophies  for  under  16  years  at  the  national  sports  held  at  Eton  in  July. 

5.  Swimming. 

With  the  return  to  normal  conditions,  and  the  generous  provision  of  transport 
granted  by  the  authority  an  increased  number  of  classes  of  boys  and  girls  visited 
the  Memorial  Baths,  Loughborough,  for  the  session  of  13  weeks.  Loughborough 
schools  have  now  adopted  the  swimming  registers  and  coloured  grade  test  cards  in 
use  throughout  the  county,  and  which  have  proved  very  popular  with  both 
teachers  and  pupils.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  standard  of  swimming  has 
improved.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  greater  attention  will  be  paid  by  the  teacher 
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to  the  non-swimmer,  as  too  many  children  are  unable  to  swim  at  the  end  of  the

This  standard  of  training  should  be  the  requirement  in  all 
secondary  schools  throughout  the  area. 
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Physical  Training  at  the  Youth  Club. — The  joint  youth  wardens  report 
the  following  activities: — - 

A  weekly  keep-fit  class  for  girls  which  consists  of  physical  exercises,  games, 
country  dancing,  and  ballroom  dancing;  and  for  boys,  which  consists  of  apparatus 
work,  games,  and  boxing. 

Mixed  badminton  also  takes  place  on  two  evenings  per  week.  These  activities 
take  place  during  the  two  winter  terms,  during  the  summer  physical  recreation 
takes  the  form  of  outdoor  games,  rambling  and  cycling.
